in the haste of our preparations I _ .„ 
leetod it, and my balance at the bank 
stood £35 for all tho weeks I was on 
our piratical cruise to the Spanish main. 


Storing most of our baggago in Lon- 


don, we took the train to Liverpool, and, 
purchasing tickets for Bio, we went on 
board the good shin Lusitania. 


The firm of Maua in Eio was the 


most considerable in all South America, 
nud Mao's introductions were to this 
firm. The plan was for Mac to present 
himself to Maim & Co., and to draw 
within 24 hours at least £10.000, so as to 
make sure of our expanses, and a day or 
two before steamer day to arrange for a

After 
breakfasting on a dish of prawns and un.- 
Otiier of soft shelled crabs I was off 
across tho bay. Soon after S I knocked 
softly at the 'stateroom door, waa ad- 
mitted and presented the lunch I had 
brought. They gave me a warm greet- 
ing, but neither had slept. The room 
had been hot and stuffy, iind the noise 
of stowing cargo had helped to banish 
sleep. Both were nunerved somewhat, 
but I had just, come off shore confident 
aud cheerful, aud my confidence and 
spirits proved infectious. 


I knew by sight the chief of police 


and those just under him. I also knew 
.Braga, the bank manager, by sight. 
They of course did not know me, and I 
could unsuspected bo a looker on in 
Vienna. Soon the shore passengers, their 
friends and many idle visitors came off 
in boatloads, while I of course scruti- 
nized every boatload as it came up the 
side of the ship. 


At 9 :30 I saw a boat coming, which, 


when half a mile away, I recognized as 
containing the chief of police and sev- 
eral of his subordinates. Ten minutes 
after Braga ai;d one of the bank officials 
came, the only passengers in their boat, 
rind at ouce joined the police on the aft- 
er deck and stood with them waiting 
and watching the boats us they arrived.

Our door waa .flat against the parti-

v»o »new was inevitable. I aat on the 
foot of the lower berth smoking and 
awiuging my feet. George sat on a fold- 
ing ccrap stool, with his face toward the 
door, but not obstructing the view. Soon 
the precession arrived, with., the ticket 
agent in front. 
When bo saw.George, 


he simply said. "How do you do, Mr. 
Wilson?" and passed on without look- 
ing in tho room. Braga and tho police 
followed, casually glanced at us two 
and were gone. I put on my coat and 
followed tho procession, and at 11:30 
they went up on the af tor deck, evident- 
ly satisfied that their man was not on 
the ship, and coctented.themselves with 
watohing new arrivals. I flew down 
and gave them the good news that the 
search was over, and poor Mac, half 
roasted, cams from behind the bags of 
oranges.

Ten minutes before 12 the bell -wag

rope before returning to America, so the 
next few weeks wo spent in a pleasure 
jaunt. 


In the course of it wo visited Vienna, 


remaining there some time aud bringing 
away many and pleasant memories of 
that music loving old city on the Dan- 
ube. We finally all returned to Wies- 
baden together and visited the casino, 
. watching the play and players with an 
interest that never flagged. Here we 
saw such vast sums of money, ever chang- 
ing hands that we almost, insensibly bu- 
gan to think the thousands we had were 
as nothing, and when divided up tho 
sum coming to each seemed almost beg- 
garly.
